The tax b oard spokesman said he 
thought the action was “U1 found­ 
ed” b ecause a recent statute re­ 
q uires filing of appeals from or­ 
ders of the tax commissioner with

previous law. He added that Ohio 
courts never b efore had b een asked 
to rule on the legality of admis­ 
sions tax es on keno or b ingo games.

SOMEWHERE IN NEW OUIN- 
EA, Dec. 11—An Australian com­ 
mander’s terse announcement s i 5 
p. m., Dee 9—“Gona gone”—mark­ 
ed the capture of the tough posi­ 
tion on the northern Papua coast 
which was first taken b y the Jap­ 
anese July 23. 
, 
, .. 
The Australians slackened fire 
Just b efore dusk to ob serve enemy 
movements end the possib ilities of 
counter-attacks or escapes b y the 
foe. 
For the first time, the full 
effect of American aerial b omb s 
and heavy Allied ground fire on 
the Japanese was plainly evident 
as the Aussles saw enemy soldiers 
wandering ab out dazedly. 
Australian small arms dropped 
several of 
these Japanese 
from 
close range. 
Sweeping the b each b ack and 
forth with tracers from light and 
heavy machine-guns, the Austral­ 
ians wiped out the Japanese a t­ 
tempting to escape. 
Morning saw 
the sands strewn with dead. 
Moving with ex treme caution, the 
Australians entered the Gona mis­ 
sion over plies of Japanese dead. 
A few Japanese remaining in fox ­ 
holes and dugouts fought on untU 
killed. 
One Japanese 
officer 
Jumped 
from his dugout, 
b randishing 
a 
sword at an Australian of/leer. 
A 
b urst from a tommy gun felled the 
swordsman. 
Australians said some Japanese 
pulled the pins from hand gren­ 
ades, pressed them to their b reasts 
and were b lown to b its. One shot 
Himself with his rifle, pulUng the 
trigger with a string attached to 
his toe.

o f administrative po wers.” 
A “tho ro ugh” co ngressio nal investigatio n o f the 
Office o f Price Administratio n was pro po sed

ano ther reso lutio n. The federatio n co ntended the 
OPA's administratio n o f price co ntro l and ratio ning 
pro grams was marked by “flagrant disregard o f co n­ 
gressio nal mandates, a flo o d o f impractical regula­ 
tio ns and persistent effo rts to pro vide bargain prices 
:o co nsumers at the expense o f farmers and tax­ 
payers.”

mans in a group of strongly -forti­ 
fied hills and, disregarding strong 
fire, cut off an important road. The 
German force reorganized and tried 
to dislodge the Russians but failed. 
Red Star added. 
Another Red Star story from the 
front disclosed that a

southwest of Stalingrad was in its 
third day after the Germans had 
massed reserves against the Rus­ 
sian advanoe. 
In Stalingrad itself, 
the

munique said, garrisons were de­ 
stroyed in a dozen enemy 
block­ 
houses and about a company of of­ 
ficers and men was wiped out in 
battling on the southern outskirts. 
West of Rzhev, on the central 
front, 
about 
two companies of 
enemy attacks were beaten off with 
heavy losses to the Germans near 
VelikieLuki, the communique stated. 
An earlier communique said that 
intensive German 
counter-attacks 
in the Rzhev-Velikie 
Luki 
area 
had won the Germans a slight ad­ 
vance but their losses were heavy 
and the Russians stopped 
their 
men and tanks. 
“In these engagements the Ger­ 
mans suffered great losses in men 
and material. Forty crippled or 
bumed-out tanks were left by them 
on the battlefield.” the wax bul­ 
letin said. 
“Nine German aircraft were shot 
down in air combats and two were 
destroyed by anti-aircraft fire,” it 
added.

NEW YORK. Dec. 11 .—After an­ 
nouncing 
appointment 
of 
Gen. 
Kurt Zeitzler as chief of the gen­ 
eral staff of the German army , the 
Berlin radio disclosed in offhand 
fashion last night th at two other 
comparatively little-k nown men are 
holding the positions of chiefs of 
staff in the German air force and 
navy . 
The two were identified as Col. 
Gen. Hans Jessehonnek and 
an 
Admiral Frick e, both of whom ap­ 
parently have had meteoric careers 
under the aegis of Adolf Hitler. 
Although the German radio said 
casually th at Jtesschonnek had been 
serving as chief of staff for the air 
force since 18 3» , when he was a 
mere colonel, the information came 
as a surprise "both here and in Lon­ 
don. 
Eq ually surprising was the refer­ 
ence to 
Admiral 
Frick e. 
whose 
identity is more or less of a my s­ 
tery inasmuch as his first 
name 
was not mentioned by the German 
radio. 
The broadcast did not say when 
Frick e had tak en over the post of 
naval chief of staff. So far as was 
k nown here, R ear Admiral Otto 
Schniewind was serving in that ca­ 
pacity when the war brok e out and 
German announcement of his ap­ 
pointment as fleet commander on 
June 11, 1941. made no mention of 
his having been relieved as chief 
of staff. .

have b een hit harder b ecause of 
their longer supply lines, which 
wind hundreds of 
miles through 
mountains, some already snow-cap­ 
ped. 
Despite this 
situation, 
Allied 
spokesman say that Gen. Kenneth 
A. N. Anderson and his British- 
Amerioan army are still ahead of 
schedule on the Allied war plan. 
Generally speaking the ground 
forces now opposing each other 
along the Muteur-Tetoottrb a line 
arc roughly eq ual. The Germans, 
however, have had a great initial 
advantage in the air, 
having at 
their disposal ready-made b ases in 
Sardinia and Sicily while Allied 
fighters have b een forced to cper 
ate from makeshift fields in the 
Tunisian mountains. 
Nevertheless American and Brit­ 
ish fighters have b een gradually 
whittling down the German air 
strength, shooting down two planes 
for every one they have lost. 
Some sources estimate that the 
Germans, who have b een withdraw­ 
ing planes from western Europe 
and Russia, have ab out 1000 air­ 
craft at their disposal in the Medi­ 
terranean theater. 
Allied air strength is growing 
steadily, however.

Some suggest that it would b e 
naive to assume that the senator 
eliminated himself when he an­ 
nounced his support of his friend, 
Gov. John W. Bricker, for the nom­ 
ination. 
Taft meant a hat he 
said, of 
course, b ut a sampling of opinion 
indicates a b elief that he would 
do nothing to discourage any move 
in Ihis b ehalf at the national con­ 
vention. 
The senator keeps his promises 
and his announcement was inevit­ 
ab le, although it came sooner than 
expected. Brtcker was considered 
for the nomination in 1940 b ut 
stayed in the b ackground in favor 
of Taft who had a good chance un­ 
til the delegates 
Jumped on 
the 
Wendell Willkie b andwagon.

promised to do the same for Brick- 
I er-

The senator isn’t expected per- 
; sonally to do other than talk for 
Bricker b etween now and 1944. He 
would like to see the three-time 
governor of Ohio in the White 
House. But he has ardent support­ 
ers mtoo’ll wager that Taft isn’t 
out of the picture completely. 
There are many factors involved. 
Sensing victory in the next presi­ 
dential election, 
the 
Repub licans 
are looking for a winner. Bricker 
might b e the choice on the b asis 
of his vote-getting ab ility. 
Even his opponents concede that 
he Is an 
excellent 
administrator 
and would b e a good presidential 
i choice, particularly If the war ends. 
Taft, son of former President and 
Chief Justice William Howard Taft, 
is b etter known perhaps and is an 
avia student of worjd affairs as well 
as national prob lems.
